WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—A vig- 
orous and illuminating statement in 


favor of unemployment insurance, 
financed by employer and employe, 
was made today by Gerard Swope, 
president of the General Electric 
Co., before the special Senate com- 
mittee named at the last session of 
Congress to study and report upon 
unemployment insurance systems 
in. this country and abroad. 

The committee consists of Sena- 
tors Hebert (Rep.), Rhode Island, 
chairman; Glenn (Rep.), Illinois, 
and Wagner (Dem.), New York, all 
of whom attended today’s hearing. 

The outstanding point made by 
the witness, whose recently pub- 
lished plan for the “stabilization of 
industry” has aroused interest 
throughout the country, was that 
the ultimate goal of industry should 
be the “assurance of employment,” 
rather than unemployment insur- 
ance. The latter he described as 
a necessary palliative under pres- 
-ent conditions in industry. 

Means of Stabilization. 

Just as the workmen's compen- 
sation laws of the various states 
had operated to reduce accidents, 
said Swope, so would unemploy- 
ment insurance tend to stabilize in- 
dustry and keep down unemploy- 
ment. Under a general unemploy- 
ment insurance system, he pre- 
Gicted that the best brains of the 
country would apply themselves to 
seeing that the maximum amount 
of employment was provided. He 
believed — and the committee 
agreed with him—that in the long 
view this would be the most bene- 
ficial effect of the system. 

Swope opposed contributions by 
the Government to unemployment 
insurance funds. He believed that 
industry should take the lead in 
solving the problem, and that it 
should solvé it-by*co-peration be- 
tween management and employes. 
He pointed out that under the plan 
he proposed, any additional cost 
would be reflected in the price 
paid by the consumer of the af- 
fected product, whereas govern- 
ment contributions would be paid 
for by the people through taxa- 
tion. 


Explains General Electric Plan. 

Swope described in detail, at-the 
request of the committee, the sys- 
tem now in effect in the General 
Electric Co. Briefly, under this 
plan, all the employes of the com- 
pany who are working more than 
half time contribute 1 per cent of 
their earnings to an insurance 
fund, and the company matches 
this contribution dollar for dollar. 
About $34,000 is now being paid 
into the fund each week jointly by 
the employes and the company, 
and: there has been disbursed from 
it since the first of last December 
more than $1,000,000 in benefits. 

Swope said the collections now 
coming in were ample to meet the 
benefits. Workers who are on less 
than half pay are entitled to re- 
ceive benefits bringing their pay 
up to one-half, though in no case 
more than $20 a week. Benefits 
may be paid for as long as 10 
weeks, after which small loans aye 
available. 


Cost Not Burdensome, 

Swope said that the cost to the 
company had not been burdensome 
and had not hampered it in its 
competition with rival producers. 
He made the point, however, that 
unemployment insurance ought to 
be spread over an entire industry, 
so that competitive conditions 
might be equalized. He believed 
that problem ought to be taken in 
hand and solved by trade associa- 
tions acting for the various indus- 
tries. 

The General Electric's insurance 
system, -said Swope, had contribut- 
ed greatly to the peace of mind of 
its employes and had nyade them 
better and more satisfied workers. 
None of them, he said, had been 
compelled to turn to the commu- 
nity for assistance during the de- 
pression. 

In extension of the existing sys- 
tem, Swope said, a plan was now 
being voted on in the machine 
shops of the company whereby, 
beginning Nov. 1, the workers 
would pay 2 per cent of their 
wages into the insurance fund and 
the company would match § that 
contribution. The new plan, he 
said, had been received with en-+ 
thusiasm by the employes, and he 
thought it would prove adequate to 
take care of unemployment condi- 
tions in the company during the 
next six months. 

Guarantees 50 Weeks’ Work, 

In addition, the company in its 
incandescent lamp department, he 
said, had put into effect the first 
of this year a guaranty of 6560 
weeks’ work of not leas than 30 

hours a week, and this plan would 

be continued through 1982.

He pointed out 
that Congress, through the Webb- 
Pomerene act, had already amend- 
ed the antitrust laws in their ap- 
plication to export trade. There 
was no constitutional inhibition.

Swope reiterated his view that

000. 
Mr. Edison passed quietly from a 
deep coma into death early yester- 
day morning. Holding his hand 
was Mrs. Edison, for 45 years his 
constant companion. At the bed- 
side were his six children. 
After his death, Dr. Hubert S&S. 
Howe disclésed that Mr. Edison, on 
learning recovery was improbable, 
did not desire to live. His life’s 
work done, he did not wish to place 
an invalid’s burden on his family, 
he said. 

Ill for Eleven Weeks. 
Mr. Edison's death ended an 11 
weeks’ illness, which began with a 
sudden collapse Aug. 1. Saturday 
afternoon his children, grandchil- 
dren and servants filed ‘through his 
room. Silently each looked for a 
moment at the figure sleeping 
peacefully on a white bed, at the 
head of which was Mrs. Edison. 
Throughout the evéning and into 
the morning's early houts Dr. Howe 
and the family maintained the vigil. 
Police guarded the estate. News. 
paper men waited in the garage, 
transformed into press headquar- 
ters.

“When asked if he believed in 
immortality,” Dr. Howe continued, 
“he answered briefly, ‘no one 
knows.’ ”’ 
At another time during his ill- 
ness, the doctor recounted, Mr. Ed- 
ison “gazed upward into space, his 
face illuminated with a smile. He 
said, ‘It is very beautiful over 
there.’ ” 
After his collapse in August, Mr.. 
Edison’s remarkable stamina en- 
abled him to rally. His old alert- 
ness, however, was dimmed: in 
fact, associates traced his illness 
back to an attack of pneumonia 
more than two years ..go. 
Diabetes, gastric ulcers, Bright's 
disease and uremic poisoning com- 
bined to wear down the inventor’s 
resistance for the last six days he 
had been unable to take any nour- 
ishment. 
Mrs. Edison Last Recognized. 
Mrs. Edison remained in attend- 
ance. She was the last person he 
recognized, smiling wanly a week 
before his death when she shouted 
into his ear, “‘Dearie, how are 
you?” 
“As Mr. Edison passed away,” 
Dr. Howe said, “Mrs. Edison was 
holding his hand and patting his 
forehead. | 
“She averaged between two and 
three hours of sleep daily for the 
last 14 days and stood up remark-

Gardener Says They Tried All

Florida Visits Devoted Mainly to 
Researches in Rubber. 
By the Associated Press, : 

FORT MYERS, Fia., Oct. 19.— 
Down where the Caloosahatchee 
River broadens out before joining 
the Gulf, Thomas A. Edison estab- 
lished a Florida retreat nearly half 
a century ago: 

He first visited Fort Myers by 
boat on a vacation in 1884 and two 
years later “Seminole Lodge,” the 
estate he had carved out of a trop- 
ical wilderness, was the last stop 
on a wedding trip which followed 
his second marriage. Annually after 
that he and Mfs. Edison spent sev- 
eral winter months at their South 
ern home. 

In 1927 Fort Myers was the scene 
of his first announcement of his 
plan to produce an emergency do- 
mestic rubber supply in the United 
States and subsequently his Flor- 
ida visits were devoted mainly to 
rubber research. 

With the patience he had exhib- 
ited in his search for the key to in- 
candescent light, Edison tried thou- 
sands of plants before deciding 
that golden rod offered the best 
source of material. From all over 
the world, strange packets of seed 
and bundles of plants came to the 
garden surroundings of his labora- 
tory here and were transplanted 
into Florida soil. 

The experiments were successful 
in producing rubber from solidago 
leavenworthii, a species of golden 
rod,-but last winter the inventor 
announced he had discovered in 
Central Florida a new variety of 
golden rod, growing 12 feet tall, 
which produced more rubber. 

The laboratory was a maze of 
test tubes and retorts. A smal] still 
was rigged up which was used to 
refine the material. Edison was 
said to have been working on plans 
for a larger commercial model for 
which whole fields of golden rod 
would be grown. 

The annual trip back to West Or- 
ange did not stop the rubber ex- 
periments. The small still, other 
paraphernalia and the voluminous 
notes were taken North. At inter- 
vals the patches of golden rod here 
were harvested and bundles of the 
plants shipped to West Orange. 


DEATH MASK OF EDISON 
MADE BY SCULPTOR FRASER 


Face That of a Great Man; 
Showed None of Ravages of 
Iiiness, He Says.

WESTPORT, Conn., Oct. 19.—A 
death mask of Thomas A. Edison 
shows that he had the face of the 
great man he was, in the opirion 


of James Earle Fraser, sculptor. 
Kraser, a friend of the Edison 
family for several years, made a 
cast of the inventor’s face and 
hands yesterday to preserve for 
the ages a likeness of Edison as 
he looked at the end of his long 
life. 

“Hie had a marvelous, powerful 
face,’”’ the artist said today. ‘The 
beautiful, full forehead, the nose, 
the mouth, the chin—practically 
all the great qualities are in that 
face. | 
“The hands, too, are wonderful 
—delicate, sensitive nails and fin- 
gérprints, yet withal they show 
great power.”’

“I was surprised to see how well 
he looked,’ Fraser declared.

It is planned to copy a bust of 
Edison, either in bronze or marble, 
from the death mask. Fraser is 
completing a portrait in clay of the 
famous inventor, probably the last 
made during his life-time.

"NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—When 
Thomas A. Edison realized that his 


complete recovery was impossible 
he did not wish to live. 

He told his family that his work 
was finished and assured those dear 
to him that he would rather ieave 
the world than keep the burden and 
disabilities of age and illness on his 
devoted wife and children. 

He knew that his body was at 
last showing infirmities of old age 
and that if one organ should recov- 
er another soon would show signs 
of weakness and inefficiency. If 
he could not work effectively, life 
had no further object; so he 
grasped the situation clearly as he 
had always done and fearlessly pre- 
pared to die. 

The immediate cause of death 
was uremic poisoning. This was 
the result of nephritis which first 
became actively manifest at the 
time of his illness with pneumonia 
two years ago. He also had a dia- 
betic condition which had been 
present to a greater or less extent 
for 35 or 40 years. 

Suffered 20 Years From Ulcer. 

For twerity years he had attacks 
of acute pain in his stomach and 
and other symptoms of gastric ul- 
cer. His blood pressure had always 
remained normal. For a man of 84 
years his blood vessels showed re- 
markably little change, and his 
heart was exceptionally strong. His 
pulse was slightly irregular, but 
this never caused him any incon- 
venience,

everything pertaining to diabetes 
and stomach disorders. His inter- 
est in chemistry was not limited to 
his industrial experiments, but in- 
cluded an unusual knowledge and 
understanding of physiological 
chemistry and of pharmacology. He 
was famillar with the actions of 
most drugs and their chemical 
properties. During his last illness 
he was slightly anemic and it seem- 
ed advisable for him to take iron. 
He understood that the chloride 
and certain other salts of iron were 
more difficult of assimilation than 
the double salt, iron ammonium ci- 
trate, which had been prescribed. 
He had thoroughly studied his 


termination of the kind of gasses 
formed during digestion, He ex- 
perimented with different diets to 
determine the effect of food on his 
stomach pain. He always ate spar- 
ingly, and never seemed to enjoy

Drank Milk to.Ease Pain. 
Several years ago he discovered 


lieved by drinking milk, so he grad-' 
ually increased the amount of milk 
and reduced the other foods until 
three years ago, when he gave up 
all other food entirely. ‘His. diet 
then. consisted of a pint of. milk 
every two hours. 

He disliked water and while on 
this diet took it only on rare occa- 
sions. . He continued this quantity 
of milk until some time in May of 
this year, when he reduced it from 
14 or 16 glasses a day to seven. 

This reduced diet did not furnish 
sufficient food, and was also insuf- 
ficient in fluid, so that he lost 
weight and strength. As a result 
of this fluid deprivation, his kid- 
neys were unable to carry off the 
waste products which they ordi- 
narily eliminate, and these  sub-, 
stances accumulated in the blood 
in sufficient concentration to be- 
come alarming. 

When he became under medical 
supervision on his return to New 
York, his diet was modified to in- 
clude solid food. He was given 
cooked cereal, stewed fruit and 
non-starchy vegetables. The milk 
was still further reduced and water 
was added. On account of his dis- 
like for water, it was frequently 
flavored with peppermint or some 
other simple extract, in order to 
make it more palatable. 

On Mr. Edison’s return from 
Florida, the blood examinations 
showed the presence ofa large 
amount of sugar, but this was soon 
controlled by diet and insulin, 80 
that after the first few weeks the 
diabetes was no longer a serious 
consideration; and even though the 
kidney impairment continued to 
become more acute, his ability to 
metabolize -sugar ‘gradually  in- 
creased so that it was possible to 
include more carbohydrates in the 
diet and also reduce the amount of 
insulin. ; 

Kidneys Source of Trouble. 

As has been stated before, the 
kidney trouble was by far the most 
important element in the situation. 
These organs had lost their ability 
to concentrate the nitrogenous

Japanese Cabinet Meets. 

The council’s terms were cabled 
to Tokio by Kenkichi Yoshizawa, 
Japan's spokesman before the 
league. Inasmuch as Geneva’s 
stand had been anticipated here 
and Yoshizawa bad been informed 
previgusly that any such _ condi- 
tions would not be considered, it 
was not thgugnt that fresh _ in- 
structions would be sent immedi- 
ately to the Japancfe representa- 
tive. The Cabinet, however, met to 
consider the suggestions this morn- 
ing. 

Commenting on reports the ques- 
tion of evacuating Manchuria was 
complicated because of the deter- 
mination of the Japanese Army to 
direct its own affairs, the Foreign 
Office spokesman said it was “not 
correct to say the army is out of 
control of Tokio.”’ 

The foreign office. he continued, 
has “‘absolute ccntro! over all mat- 
ters concerning foreign affairs.”’ 

“We consult the War office only 
on matters of army and navy af- 
fairs,”’ he said. 

Government circles yesterday de- 
clared Japan was “quite ready and 
willing” to pro'ong the Manchuri- 
an controversy incefinitely to ob- 
tein a settlement “‘without outside 
interference,” und charged that the 
Inz.gue of Nations was overempha- 
sizing the possibility of War  be- 
tween Japan and China. 


Comment of the Press. 

Conservations between Japanese 
Ambassador Debuchi at Washing- 
ton and Secretary of State Stim- 
son clarifying the circumstances 
under which the United States is 
participating in the Geneva pro- 
ceedings are featured by the ver- 
nacular press. 

The Tokio newspapers say the 
Japanese public, as a consequence, 
will now be able to appreciate 
America’s position, which is readi- 
ly understood, and that therefore 
all misunderstandings have been 
cleared and the Government con- 
siders the matter closed.

The nations decided to notify the 

more than 50 other signatory na- 
tions of what they had done ana 
asked them to follow suit. 
United States will be content to act 
under this request, when received. 
The voluntary action of the Unit- 
ed States in taking a back seat con- 
trasts with its leading role in the 
only previous inyocation of the 
Kellogg pact. 
At that time, two. years ago, this 
country took the lead in calling the 
attention of Russia and China to 
their pledges against war, and ap- 
pealed to the other signatories to 
do likewise.

FREIGHT TRUCKING 
MONOPOLY HERE TS 


UPHELD BY COURT 


U. S. Judge Davis Refuses 
to Enjoin Plan of Ter- 
minal Rail Association 
and Columbia Firm. 


Federal Jutige Davis today de- 
nied the petition of the Central 
Transfer Co. for an _ injunction 
against the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation and the Columbia Term- 
inals Co., to prevent t from 
placing in effect their contract by 
which the Columbia, company will 
have a monopoly of freight truck- 
ing between on-track and off-track 
stations in the St. Louis delivery 
district. 

The decision will permit the Ter- 
minal Association and 16 constitu- 
ent railroads to place in effect, 
Noy. 1, the contract with the Co- 
lumbia company which was.  ap- 
proved in August by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

A temporary injunction, issued 
by District Judge Otis of Kansas 
City, has been in effect since the 
Central Transfer Co. filed its pro- 
ceding Aug. 24. 

No Prepared Opinion, 

Judge Davis did not hand down 
@ prepared opinion in the case, but 
he adopted the finding of fact and 
conclusions of law which were sub. 
mitted by the counsel for the Ter- 
minal. This document, which the 
Court accepted as its own finding 
in the case, stated: 

“The carriers may unquestiona- 
bly provide a joint facility owned 
by them for the purpose of secur- 
ing performance of terminal serv- 
ice now being performed through 
transfer companies, including the 
plaintiff (Central company). What 
the carriers might own and oper- 
ate, they can contract for without 
violating the antitrust laws of the 
United States. 

"“The movement of Interstate 
commerce will not in any wise be 
affected by the so-called one- 
transfer plan, except that plaintiff 
(Central company) will cease to 
be employed by defendants (the 
railroads). Nonemployment of 
the plaintiff by the carriers is not 
a direct burden on, or restraint of, 
interstate commerce.” 


Targe Saving Expected. 


At hearings before the _ Inter- 
state Commerce Commission § in 
Washington, counsel for the Termi- 
nal Association and the Columbia 
Co. argued that the contract would 
result in saving $250,000 annually 
to the railroads. It will reduce 
the numbcr of off-track stations in 
the St. Louis district to seven 
operated by the Columbia Co., cut- 
ting off the six stations operated 
by the Central Transfer Co. 

The system of off-track and on- 
track stations, as shown by the ar- 
guments in the hearings, developed 
because most of the railroads from 
the East terminate in East St. 
Louis. Their tariff schedules call 
for delivery in St. Louis, and the 
haul is completed by truck te the 
off*track stations in St. Louis, the 
cost of trucking being paid by the 
railroads out of the freight rate, 
and not being charged against the 
shipper. 

Under the new contract, the Ter- 
minal Association is to pay the Co- 
lumbia Co. $2.60 a ton for hauling 
from on-track stations on one side 
of the river to off-track stations on 
the other side, and $2.04 a ton for 
hauling from off-track stations on 
either side to on-track stations on 
the other side. Between  off- 
track and on-track stations in St. 
Louis, the rate is to be $1.95 a 
ton. 

Said Trade Would Be Ruined. 

Counsel representing the City of 
St. Louis, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, shippers, truckers and three 
railroads opposed the new arrange- 
ment.. The Central Transfer Co., 
in its petition, stated that, if the 
contract were carried out, its busi- 
ness- would be ruined. It stated 
that it had about $250,000 invested 
in equipment and facilities, did 


‘about 25 per cent of the transfer 


business between on-track and off- 
track stations, and employed about 
100 men. The railroads not en- 
tering into the contract were the 
Chicago & Alton, Nickel Plate and 
Litchfield & Madison. 

The Central Co. asserted it would 
have made a lower rate than that 
of the Columbia, thus making a 
lower freight rate possible, but thai 
the railroads in negotiating: the 
contract did not invite competition. 

The action of the Interstate 


Commerce Commission in approy- |: 


ing the contract was by a 6-3 vote. 
Commissioner Eastman filed a dis- 
senting opinion, declaring the con- 
tract to be a monopoly, entered 
into without competition and “ne- 
gotiated under the auspices, in 
part, of carrier officers who had 
a direct financial interest in the 
Columbia or an affiliated com- 
pany.”

jured. 

Dunlap was jon 1l.is way from 
Belleville, whete he had partici- 
pated in an aerial exhibition in 
the afternoon, to Sparta, the home 
port for the participating planes, 
owned by the Hunter brothers of 
endurance flight renown. 

Darkness was falling as Dunlap 
and Kenneth Hunter took off from 
Belleville field in two small sport 
monoplanes and he:.ded southward 
, toward Sparta. * Albert Hunter. had 
left a few minutes ahead of them 
in a larger monoplane and was 
already out of sight. 

Just before Dunlap crashed, 
farmers saw the planes flying just 
above the treetops and side by 
side. Albert Hunter, who returned 
to salvage the wreckage, told re- 
porters he thought Dunlap must 
have looked around to the plane of 
his companion and failed to see the 
high trees on a knoll on the farm 
of Adolph Tribout. 

Evidences at the crash indicated 
he did not see the trees and that 
he hit one of them without having 
a chance to close his throttle, Hun- 
ter said. The plane plowed through 
the tree and Dunlap was hurled 
from his seat. The plane was 
wrecked, but its engine, suspended 
above and behind the pilot’s head, 
was not torn from its mounting. 

Kenneth Hunter landed in a near- 
by field after the crash, and with 
farmers, placed Dunlap in an am- 
bulance called to the scene. At 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, in Belle- 
ville, it was found he had suffered 
@ fracture of the skull. 

Dunlap, 20 years old, had been

Inspection Board Recommends Ac- 
ceptance of Dirigible.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19:>—The 
Naval Inspéction Board has recom- 
mended to Secretary Adams that 
the airship Akron be accepted. 

Rear Admiral - George C.~ Day, 
chief of the board; sent word to the 
Navy Department ‘today from 
Akrom, O., that the tests were sat- 
isfactory.

Acceptance of the ship, in ac- 
cordance with navy practice, prob- 
ably will be provisional for six 
months.

Pope Expresses Sorrow; Friendship 
Almost Personal.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 19.—Pope 
Pius XI today called Cardinal 
Hayes of New York to send his 
condolences to .the fam*ly of 
Thomas A. Edison. The Pope ex- 
pressed deep sorrow over the in- 
ventor’s death, toward whom he 
felt an almost personal friedship, 
He frequently has used a dictating 
machine which Edison sent him. 


“Great as Inventor, Great as a 
Man.” Ford Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich, Oct. 19.— 
Deeply moved by the death of 
Thomas A. Edison, for nearly 40 
years his close friend, Henry Ford 
paid tribute to the inventor as one 
who “changed the face of the world 
in his lifetime,” and whose work 
“will influence all the future.” 

“Great as an inventor, he was 
greater as a man,” he said. ‘Mr. 
Edison believed that the essential 
individual life survived the change 
called death. We often spoke of it 
together. 

“He has just gone. I believe, to 
get new facilities to continue his 
work. But the sense of personal 
loss is very heavy. There was only 
one Edison.”’ 

Edison’s fame, Ford said, “is in- 
dependent of the fluctuating judg- 
ments of history; it is etched in 
light and sound on the daily and 
hourly life of the world. 

“He was the chief hero of my 
boyhood and he became my friend 
in manhood. That experience must 
be rare—to have one’s early hero 
for one’s later friend.” 

Ford told how Edison had given 
him the first encouragement he had 
received during his early efforts to 
develop a gasoline propelled ve- 
hicle and added: 

‘He knew the secret of work. 
His persistence amounted to genius. 
However much he originally owed 
to inspiration for his ideas, he de- 
veloped them through tireless ex- 
periment and downright hard work. 

“His guiding principle was to 
make life better for human beings. 
His honesty was rugged; he had 
great courage and a lively sense of 
humor, but so rounded was his 
character that no trait staod out 
above the rest. 

“Mr. Edison was a deeply reli- 
gious man in the highest sense of 
that word. He knew so much of 
the marvel and mystery of the uni- 
verse that he reverenced it and the 
purpose behind it. He did some 
work for which the world is not 
yet ready. In foresight and insight 
he was a prophet. 

“Latterly he turned his mind to 
economic questions because he be- 
lieved the present system hindered 
the best in man. 

“Faith with him was a real evi- 
dence of things not seen. Mr. Edi- 
son himself did not grow old. He 
was like a young driver in a worn- 
out car. 

“There was only one Edison.”

er’s brother, W. G. Mather, was 
among the Eaton forces, but there 
was no quarrel between the broth- 
ers. 

The full extent of his wealth 
probably never will be known, al- 
though he was considered one of 
the wealthiest men in Ohio. His 
philanthropies during his lifetime 
were so great and many that final 
disposition of his estate can hard- 
ly reflect the accumulations of his 
lifetime. 

Mather’s gifts to Western Re- 
serve University at Cleveland to- 
taled more than $4,000,000, and 
he gave outright $1,000,000 to Lake- 
side Hospital here. Most of his 
gifts were known only to few per- 
sons as he greatly disliked pub- 
licity, but his gifts exceeded $7,- 
000,000. 

Among his many connections was 
the Carnegie Peace Foundation, of 
which he was a trustee, and the 
American Red Cross, of which he 
was a member of the Central Com- 
mittee. In 1918 he was made di- 
rector of the Association Against 
the Eighteenth Amendment, al- 
though his late partner, Henry §8. 
Pickands, took an opposite view 
and was president of the Dry 
Maintenance League. 

Mather leaves two sons, 8S. Liv- 
ingston and Philip R. Mather; one 
daughter, Mrs. R. H. Bishop Jr.; 
a sister, Miss Katherine Mather, 
and a brother, William G. Mather. 
S. Livingston Mather is traveling 
at the present time in Europe. 
Other members of the family are in 
Cleveland. 

Mather was born in 1851, the 
son of Samuel Livingstone Mather 
and Georgiana Pomeroy (Woolson) 
Mather, a descendant of J. Feni- 
more Cooper. 

Mather’s ancestors included the 
Rev. Richard Mather, who came to 
America from England in 1635; Dr. 
Increase Mather, first native-born 
president of Harvard College, and 
the Rev. Dr. Cotton Mather, senior 
pastor of the Old North Church, 
Boston.

WRITER ON RUSSIA 
REPLIES 10 6. B. SHAW 


Dr. E. A. Walsh of Georgetown 
U. Says Dramatist Uttered 
‘Demonstrable Falsehood.’

By the Associated Press, — 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—George 


Bernard Shaw's radio broadcast ex- 
tolling Russia to “dear American 
boobs” were said yesterday by the 
Rev. Edmund A. Walsh to be 
“demonstrable falsehoods” from 
“the licensed charlatan of English 


letters.” 

The regent of Georgetown Uni- 
versity’s foreign service school and 
author of two volumes on modern 
Russia, replied to Shaw over the 
‘same network on which the dra- 
matist spoke. 

After a 10-day visit to Russia, 
Father Walsh said, ‘“‘that venerable 
comedian was enabled to compare 
the entire Russian achievement 
with conditions in the United States 
which he has never visited for so 
much as one day. There's a light- 
ning calculator for you.”’ 

Shaw, he continued, is the “ac- 
knowledged playboy of the West- 
ern world. 

“He is frankly an intellectual 
snob, but claims his talents give 
him the right to be,”’ the priest as- 
serted.

President Hoover landed at 10:30 
a. m. today amid the cheers of 
thousands of visitors. He was driv- 
en two miles through narrow, sol- 
dier-lincd streets to the celebration 
grounds, where he was greeted by 
a series of 21-gun salutes from 
army guns. 

Milwaukee Fires First Gun. 

Shortly after 8 a. m. the U. &. S. 
Milwaukee, anchored five miles be- 
low Yorktown, fired the first gun, 
and the Arkansas band struck up 
the national anthem in answering 


salute. President Hoover stood hat 
in hand high on the Captain's 
bridge as the naval pageant un- 
rolled. 


Before the echoes of the Mil- 
waukee’s gun died, the roar was 
taken up by the U. 8. 8S. Cincinnati, 
and then by the cruisers Omaha, 
Concord, Chester, Richmond, 
Louisville and Augusta, which 
formed a passageway for the presi- 
dential warship. 


As the Arkansas moved slowly 
past each vessel, draped from stem 
to stern with multi-colored signal 
flags, itg band struck up the Star- 
Spangled Banner while the crews 
lining every rail stood in stiff sa- 
jute. An army blimp circled over 
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the Chief Executive's head. 
- With a quick shift on its band 
to the Marseilles, the Arkansas an- 
swered the roaring greetings of the 
cruisers Duquesne and Suffren, the 
French tri-color dipping from fore 
and aft. 


. Past the Salt Lake City, the huge 
aircraft carrier Langley and on 
toward the old warship Constitu- 
tion the Arkansas moved. 


Coast Guard vessels took up the 
presidential salute. There was a 
constant roar of cannon as the 
warship’s anchor rattled down 
abreast of the towering Yorktown 
monument, 

Still another salute of 15 guns 
from the Arkansas marked the 
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coming aboard of Vice Admiral 
Willard, senior officer of the as- 
sembled naval armada, totaling 
more than two score vessels. He 
was followed by Marshal Petain 
and Ambassador Claudel of France 
and shortly after their departure, 
the President and his party landed.

The Unexpected Guest Is Al- 
ways Welcome If the 
Pantry Is Full. 


There’s nothing more embarass- 
ing than to have an old friend drop 
in uninvited for a meal for which 
small preparation has been made, 
and when there are no left-overs 


to be hastily dressed up for the oc- 
casion. 

A few boxes and ‘cans of food 
kept on the pantry shelf will reme- 
dy this, and one can easily collect 
recipes which will make quick and 
palatable dishes in a _ very short 
time. 

If there are boys and girls in the 
home who like to bring friends in 
after school for a game of bridge 
or an impromptu dance, light re- 
freshments can be concocted from 
the magic pantry also. 

Stock one shelf in the pantry 
with a moderate and varied store 
of foods. The following selection is 
a satisfactory one to keep on hand: 
package of macaroni package of 
grated cheese, 2 small cans toma- 
toes, 2 cans prepared spaghetti, 
several cans of concentrated soups, 
a box of bouillon cubes, can of 
fish flakes, one of crab meat, a can 
each of peas and corn, jar of may- 
onnaise, pickle relish, a bottle of 
green olives and a small can of 
ripe olives, can of boned chicken, 
sardines, vinegar, a box of saltine 
crackers and one of assorted sweet 
crackers, jars of marmalade, tube 
of anchovy paste and can of dev- 
iled ham. 

Make one inflexible rule if you 
would keep your mind at ease on 
the question of food preparedness, 
and that is always replace as soon 
as possible, the foods used from 
reserve supply.

Wider Use of Fruit Possible 
Through Varied Recipes 
for Deserts. 


Prunes too often are consigned 
to being served as indifferently 
cooked breakfast fruit, when there 
are sO many ways in which they 
can be used to advantage. 


They are an inexpensive and a 
valuable food item, so why not try 
to induce your family to really like 
them? 

A prune and rice pudding is a 
substantial and delicious desert for 
dinner when the rest of the menu 
has been light. To make it, beat 
one egg lightly, add one-half cup 
brown sugar, one tablespoon melted 
butter, a dash of salt, one teaspon 
vanilla and-one cup of unsweeted 
prune juice. Pour this mixture 
over three cups of boiled rice in 
a buttered baking dish. Bake in 
hot oven for about a half hour. 
Serve with cream. 

Prune Souffle. 

Mix one-half cup chopped nuts, 
one-half cup fine bread crumbs, 
two tablespoons sugar, one-fourth 


teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon | 


cinnamon and one-half cup prune 
juice. Takes stones from cooked 
prunes and force pulp through 
sieve. Add one cup of pulp and 
one tablespoon lemon juice to first 
mixture. Mix well and add yolks 
of two well-beaten eggs, then fold 
in egg whites beaten stiff. ‘Turn 
into greased baking dish and bake 
in slow oven. 


Prune Charlotte. 


Soak one tablespoon gelatine in 
one-fourth cup cold water for five 
minutes. Then add three-fourths 
cup hot prune juice. When dis- 
solved, add two tablespoons sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, and. atir 
thoroughly. Allow this to cool and 
when it starts to thicken add one 
cup prune pulp, one-fourth cup 
orange juice and one teaspoon 
grated orange rind. Mix well again 
and let it cool. Beat whites of two 
eggs very stiff, and fold into cool- 
ing mixture. Pyt in large mold 
which has been rinsed in cold

TASTY LEFT-OVERS 


Take two ctps chopped and 
cooked meat, about one cup thick 
white sauce, one-half teaspoon salt 
and a dash of pepper. 

Make the sauce as follows: Biend 
two tablespoons melted butter and 
four tablespoons flour, add one cup 
of milk slowly, stirring all the 
time. Season with salt and pepper. 

Meat should be chopped fine, 
then moistened with sauce as soft 
as can be handled. Let chill thor- 
Oughly on flat dish, then divide 
evenly into separate portions, al- 
lowing two tablespoons for each 
croquette. Shape into balls, cylin- 
ders, cones or any desired shape. 


Roll and sift dry crumbs, beat 


egg with one tablespoon water. Roll 
croquettes in crumbs, dip in egg, 
again roll in crumbs, and fry in 
deep fat, till light brown in color. 
Drain on oiled paper. They may 
be served with sauce. 

Any meat or combination of 
meats may be used. Fish, eggs and 
macaroni may be used in same way.

BOSTON, Oct. 19.—Dr. Samuel 


W. Stratton, chairman of the Cor- 
poration of Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, and president of the 
institute from 1923 to 1930, died 


suddenly last night in his home 
here. Death came as he was dic- 
tating a tribute to Thomas A. 


Edison. 

His physician, Dr. William Brad- 

ford Robbins, said death was 

due to coronary occlusion, a 
form of constriction of blood ves- 
sels. 

Dr. Stratton had appeared in the 
hest of health, despite his 70 years. 

He returned last week from a 

month’s trip to England, where he 
attended the Faraday celebration. 

Early last night he was besieged 

with requests fromm newspapers 
for comment on the death of Edi- 
son. As he sat in his living room, 
dictating to his secretary, he was 
stricken and died almost instantly. 
A few moments before he had said 
of Edison, to the Associated Press: 

“It has seldom fallicn to any one 

man to be of such service to hu- 
manity. The world mourns a great 
benefactor.” 

Born in Litchfield, Dl. 

Dr. Stratton was born in Litch- 

ficld, Ill, July 18, 1861, the son of 
Samuel and Mary B. (Webster) 
Stratton. He was graduated from 
the University of Illinois in 1884, 
with a degree of bachelor of sci- 
ence. He became an _ instructor 
and eventually a professor at that 

a institution, serving “from 1885 to 
1892. He taught physics and elec- 
trical engineering. He then went 
to the University of Chicago where 
he remained for nine years, teach- 
ing the same subjects. 

In 1901 he was appointed direc- | 
tor of the National Bureau of |

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EX-PROSECUTOR CLARK 
ACQUITTED IN KILLING 


Confessed Slayer of Two at Los 
Angeles Is Cleared on 
Self-Defense Plea. 


By SS ANGELES. Cal., Oct. 19.— 
David H. Clark, former Deputy 
District Attorney of Los Angeles, 
was acquitted at 11 a. m. yester- 
day at his second trial for the 
killing of Herbert Spencer, maga- 
zine editor. The jury was out 23 
hours, 40 minutes. 

Clark, who testified at both 
trials that on last May 20, while 
he was a candidate for the munici- 
pal bench, he shot and killed 
Spencer and Charles Crawford, 
wealthy politician, in self-defense 
at the height of a political quarrel, 
received the verdict without a 
change of expression. His young 
wife, Nancy, who attended nearly 
every session of the trials, rushed 
into his arms. 

The jurors said they voted 11 to 
one for acquittal in three ballots, 
Saturday, one of the jurors holding 
out for second degree murder. Re- 
suming deliberations at 9:30 yes- 
terday they took one deciding bal- 
lot and asked the bailiff to sum- 
mon Judge H. W. Falk. 

Clark has never been formally 
accused “of the Crawford killing, 
the prosecution announcing before 
the first trial that it wished to hold 
e sossible charge in reserve until 
the nature of the defense was 
learned. 

Municipal politics, Crawford’s re- 
ligious affiliations and the under- 
world figured largely in the two 
trials. Clark, who received 60,000 
votes for Municipal Judge while 
he was in jail awaiting release un- 
der $100,000 bond, alleged Spencer 
and Crawford offered political sup- 
port in exchange for aid in placing 
Chief of Police Roy Steckel in a 
compromising position. 

When he _ refused indignanfly, 
Clark said, Spencer and Crawford 
threatened him with pistols and 
p, shot both in Crawford's Holly- 
w vod offices. 

At the first trial last August the 
jury disagreed, 11 to 1, for ac- 
quittal.

The defense insisted they were |

The microphone, 1878, and 
the electric valve which is now 
fundamentally essential in radio. 

Motion pictures, 1834, which 
have revolutionized the enter- 
tainment industry.

Machines for quadruplex and 
sextuplex telegraphic transmis- 
sion, 1870-1876. They’saved the 
investment of millions of dol- 
lars in wires. 

Many appliances and im- 
provements for the transmission 
of electric light, heat and power.

ord when he was 76, Mr. Edison | 
said he was only middle aged. “I 
don’t expect to lower the family 
average,” he added. 


Mr. Edison’s mother, who was 
born in New England, had been a 
teacher in a Canadian high school 
and from her he received most of 
his early education. It has been 
recorded that Edison spent not 
more than two months altogether 
ineschool. At the age of 12 he had 
read a number of treatises on sci- 
entific subjects as well as other 
works such as Gibbon’s “Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire.” 

About that time he engaged in 
a variety of business enterprises, 
working as newsboy on the Grand 
Trunk Railway between Port 
Huron and Detroit, proprietor ofa 
newsstand and book store and-of 2 
vegetable market, employing 11 
boys to assist him in these various 
activitics. At 15 he turned to jour- 
nalism and with some old equip- 
ment purchased from the Detroit 
Free Press, set up his shop in the 
baggage car of his train. There 
he published the Grand Trunk 
Herald, said to have been the first 
newspaper published aboard a 
This venture continued for 
nearly a year and was suspended 
when further use of the baggage 
car was denied him. 

From his early reading. of sct- 
entific books, Edison was led into 
chemical experiments, one of which 
put an end to his railroad news- 
paper. While experimenting in the 
baggage car, a bottle of phosphorus 
tipped over and set. fire to the car 
and he was ousted. 


Learns Telegrapby. 
On one of his runs as a train 
boy, Edison proved a hero at 


Mount Clemens, Mich., where he 
rescued the young son of the sta- 
tion agent who had fallen in front 
of atrain. In gratitude, the father 
taught Edison telegraphy When 
he became proficient as an opera- 
tor, his experience proved an aid 
to his natural bent for scientific 
work. 

In 1873, Mr. Edison married 
Mary G. Stillwell, by whom he had 
three children, Marion Estelle, 
Thomas A. Jr., and William L. 
Mrs. Edison died in 1884 and two 
years later the inventor married 
Mina M. Miller. Three children. 
Madeline, Charles and Theodore, 
were born of this union. 

After he learned telegraphy, Mr. 
Edison became an operator for the 
Western Union at Port Huron, 
Mich., and later night operator for 
the Grand Trunk - Railway at 
Stratford Junction, Can. There, 
the story is told, he conceived the 
idea for his first contrivance, a de- 
vice to thwart orders for an all- 
night vigil promulgated by the 
circuit manager. 

The later, fearing that young 
Edison might fall asleep at his 
lonely post, ordered him to tick off 
the signal “six” every half hour. 
That, to Edison seemed senseless, 
so he rigged up a wheel with 
notches that automatitally ticked 
off the required signal. 

Edison left his job at Stratford 
Junction in haste without even 
the formality of a resignation when 
he permitted a train, which he was 
directed to stop, to pass the sta- 
tion. Taking time to reply to the 
order, he found upon reaching the 
station platform that the train had 
gone by, A disastrous collision was 
averted: only

Making his way to Port Huron, 
Edison later went to Fort Wayne, | 
Ind., and then’ to Indianapolis, 
where he began experimenting on 
his idea of the repeater.

Inventor as He Was in His Prime 
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DEAWING made from a photograph taken several years ago when he

Perfects Telegraph Revcater. 


While working at Memphis he 
perfected his repeater and by its 
use was the first operator to bring 
New Orleans into direct communi- 
cation with New York. But he 
lost his job because of jealousy on 
the part of the office manager. He 
walked back to Louisville and got 
his old job, which he retained for 
two years. Then he lost that when 
he tipped over a bottle of chemi- 
cal in the course of an experiment. 
The fluid trickled through the 
floor and ruined the carpet on the 
floor of the manager's office. 

Working as an operator in sev- 
eral other’ cities, Edison finally 
landed in the Western Union of- 
fice at Boston. By that time he 
had established himself as a clever 
Operator and had won a reputation 
for beautiful penmanship. In Bos- 
ton he set up a small workshop, 
where the continued experiment- 
ing with a duplex system of teleg- 
raphy. After the rejection of his 
vote-recording machine, on whi¢h 
he took out his first patent, he 
went to New York in 1869. Shortly 
afterward he was in the operating 
room: of the Gold & Stock Tele- 
graph Co, seeking employment 
when the circuit, over which fluc- 
tuations in gold prices were sent 
to several hundred brokers’ offices, 
broke down. Edison volunteered 
to find the trouble. rectified it and 
immediately was hired as superin- 
tendent at $300 a month. 

He set about to improve the 
tickers then in use and brought out 
new inventions, among which was 
the Universal stock ticker. In less 
than a year he received $40,000, 
the first money from his inven- 
tions, and opened a manufacturing 
plant at Newark, N. J., to fulfill 
a contratt with the Western Union, 
which had taken an option on his 
patents. 

For six years the factory con- 
tinued to turn OUt tickers while 
Edison applied himself to the per- 
fection of many telegraphic inven- 
tions, including the automatic, du- 
plex, . quadruplex, sextuplex and 
multiplex systems, the develoment 
of which saved the investment of 
millions of dollars in wires. Con- 


‘cluding that the manufacturing 


business was interfering with his 
inventing, he gave up the factory 
and established his first laboratory 
at Menlo Park in 1876. 

Foundation of Wireless. 

The year before Edison had dis- 
cevered the previously unknown 
and unique electric phenomena 
which he called “etheric force,” 
later recognized as due to electric 
waves in free space and which be- 
came the foundation: of wireless 
telegraphy. 

When he was able to work on 
his inventions unhampered, Edi- 
son produced them rapidly. In his 
first two years at Menlo Park he 
brought out the carbon telephone 
transmitter, which made telephony 
a commercial art ang included the 
which. makes radio 


“The favorite of Edison's early in- 
ventions was the . phonograph, 
which he produced in 1887. When 
he heard his first crude contriv- 
ance repeat after him the. verse 
about Mary’s Little Lamb, he re- 
marked that it seemed even to him 
“almost supernatural.” 


In the summer of 1878 Edison 


accompanied an astronomical par- 
ty to Rawlings, Wyo,. to test his

lem. Up to that time the electric 
light was known only in the form 
of the powerful arc light to illumi- 
nate streets. His problem was to 
make it a practical illumination for 
the home. 
Incandescent Lamps. 

He worked steadily until Octo- 
ber, 1879, when by carbonizing a 
piece of thread for a filament he 
produced the first incandescent 
lamp and which, when put into a 
circuit, maintained its incandes- 
cence for more than 40 hours. In 
two months the thing was so far 
perfected that the first public dem- 
onstration of the lamps, °700 in 


on the night of Dec. 31, 
attracted hundreds of people. 
less than two years the first fac- 
tory for manufacturing the lamps 
was established. The popularity of 
the new form of illumination was 
instantaneous and grew into the 
use of almost countless millions of 
incandescent lamps the world over. 

With that success, Edison con- 
tinued his work in the electrical 
field and invented radical improve- 
ments in the construction of dyna- 
mos, making them suitable for 
generators for systems of distribu- 
tion, regulation and measurement 
of electric current. He also »ro- 
duced sockets, switches and various 
other appliances and improvements 
in systems that enabled the intro- 
duction commercially of electric 
light, heat and power. 

Between 1880 and 1887, in the 
development, improvement and ex- 
ploitation of these systems, Edison 
took out upward of 300 patents, 
many of which became of funda- 
mental importafice in 
branches of the electrical industry, 
including the clectric railway. In 
the same years he worked cn a 
system of wireless telegraphy (by 
induction) to and from trains in 
motion, or between moving trains 
and railway stations, which was 
installed in 1887 on the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad. 

In the latter year Edison moved 
his laboratory to West Orange, N 
J.. where he began a new era of 
invention and in four years took 
out more than 80 patents. Some 
of these were improvements on 
things he had previously evolved, 
while others were new mac-:ines 
and devices, including the motion 
picture camera. Meanwhile, he 
embarked on an extensive scale in 
the manufacture and sale of phon- 
ographs and-records and dictating 
machines. , 

For the first decade of the twen- 
tieth century Edison worked on the 
production of the Edison Alkaline 
storage battery, made numerous in- 
ventions relating to the methods 
and processes of producing Port- 
land cement, improved his phono- 
graph and introduced his Universal 
motor for operating dictating ma- 
chines. In 1912 he brought out the 
kinetophone, or talking motion pic- 
ture, and by 1914 had perfected 
tfafter four years’ work his disk 
phonograph, which commenced a 
new era in talking machines. 

His Work in World War. 

It was in that year that Edison 
turned his attention to synthetic 
chemistry, first to overcome _ the 
handicap caused by the embargo 
placed by England and Germany on 
the exportation of carbolic acid at 
the outbreak of the World War. 
After devising a plan to make the 


acid, Edison began the erection of 


a plant and the manufacture of the 
acid was commenced in 18 days. 
Later he erected other plants in 
which were produced  benzol., 
toluol, solvent naphtha, xylol, and 
other chemicals. 

With his appointment as presi- 
dent of the Naval Consulting Board 
and the entrance of the United 
States into the World War, Mr. 
Edison devoted his time entirely to 
problems of national defense. This 


8 work, which was brought to a close 


by the signing of the armistice, 
lasted nearly two years. During 
that time Mr. Edison and his asso- 
ciates gathered an immense amount 
of data, which was tabulated and 
charted, and, filling many volumes, 
finally was placed in the Govern- 
ment archives at Washington for 
possible future use, 

Among the major problems on 
which Edison and his assistants 
sent definite results to Washington 
were: 

An obstruction device for tor- 
pedoes; submarine searchlights, 
airplane detectors, device for quick 
turning of ships, submarine buoys 
for coast patrol, ship camouflag- 
ing and the burning of anthracite, 
expansion of torpedo power, oleum 
cloud shells. 

Protective Devices for Ships. 

For protection against subma- 
rines and mines: A safety device 
for guiding merchant ships out of 
mined harbors; destruction of peri- 
scopes by machine guns, a sound 
range to locate the position of a 
gun, detector of submarines by 
sound from moving ships, the de- 
tection on a moving vessel of the 
discharge of torpedoes by subma- 
rines. 

Turbine-headed projectiles, ob- 
servation of periscopes by a sil- 
houette process, reduction of the 
rolling of ships at sea, induction 
balance for submarine detection, 
stability of submerged submarines, 
a method of “blinding’’ submarines 
and periscopes, 

What was regarded as one of 
the most important of the protec- 
tive inventions was Edison’s de- 
vice for quickly changing the course 
of a ship out of the path of a tor- 
pedo. With his listening. device 
aboard a vessel ic was possible to 
hear a torpeio as faraway as 
3000 yards. In a test, a ship 325 
feet long, loaded with. 4200 tons 
of coal, was turned at right angles 
to her previous course with an ad- 
vance of only 200 feet. 

After the war Mr. Edison re- 
sumed the direction of: his personal 
affairs and continued improving 
and perfecting many technical 
processes and mechanisms. Upon 
the completion of these he turned 
his attention to the production of 
rubber in the United States. ~- 

Deafness a Blessing. 

Many years ago Mr. Edison’s 
hearing became defective. The de- 
fect, instead of a handicap was a 
blessing in that it sheltered him 
from useless irritations and annoy- 
ances. He once said it was noth- 
ing to worry about, that within 100 
years everybody would be deaf ‘‘be- 
cause of our increasingly noisy

Mr. Edison was :._ indefatigable 
worker, a fact that was the basis 
for several stories regarding the 
small amount of sleep in which he 
indulged. However, he was known 
to have put in long hours at his 
laboratory, hours that were inter- 
rupted at times only when Mrs. 
Edison drove in an electric run- 
about and its successor automo- 
biles to the laboratory and insist- 
ed that he take a recess for a 
drive. Usually there were argu- 
ments about the useless loss of 
time, hut usually Mrs..Edison -iad 
her way. 

The inventor insisted that most 
people ate too much and slept too 
much. When he reached his 65th 
birthday anniversary he figured 
that at that time he had lived 115 
years. “That is,” he explained, 
“working as other men do, I have 
done enough to make me 115 years 
old. And I hope to keep on for 20 
years more, which, figuring at the 
average man’s labor per day, would 
make me 155 years old. Then I 
may learn to play bridge with the 
ladies.” ; 

In the later years of his life, Mr. 
Edison’s birthday anniversarie* 
were recognized all over the world 
and were made the occasions for 
congratulatory messages from rul- 
er3 and prominent persons in many 
countries. And on those days he 
usually had a message for the 
world, delivered in the course of 
interviews with newspaper men. 

Where His Money Went. 

During one of these interviews 
he was asked, if he thought it a 
fair question, what was his income 
from incandescent lamps, phono- 
graphs, moving pictures. telc- 
phones, storage batteries and other 
products of his inventions which 
had been patented and commer- 
cialized. . 

“Why, I'd tell you in a minute, 
if I knew exactly myself,” he re- 
plied, “but I don’t. The only way 
for me to get rich is to die. I 
make a whole lot of money, but I 
save only what would be the sal- 
ary of a railroad president. Money 
always had a habit of getting away 
from me because I am always ex- 
perimenting and that costs a 
heap.” 

Knowing his weakness for 
money, he said that when he sold 
to the Western ‘Union the inven- 
tions he had made for that com- 
pany, it paid him $100,000, but he 
declined to take it in a lump sum. 
Remarking that that was a Jot of 
money at that time, he said: “I 
knew I was a goner if I took all 
that money at once. So I made 
the agreement read that I was to’ 
get it. in 17 installments. They 
lasted over 17 years and I kept 
feeding ‘'em into the mill.” 

The total product of that “mill” 


was prodigious. By 1928 when he 
received the. Congressional Gold 
Medal, Mr. Edison had taken out 
1328 patents and the monetary 
value of the industries either based 
wholly upon his inventions or ma- 
terially aided by his discoveries 
was estimated officially at the vast 
total of $15,599,000,000. 

This indicated that the inventor 
had been instrumental in adding an 
average of $30,000,000 a year or 
more to the nation’s wealth for 
more than hal! a century, the list 
of enterprises in which he could 
claim a part ranging from the tele- 
graph, to which he devoted his 
earliest attention, down to the mov- 
ing pictures and radio. 

The national congress made this 
official summary of the worth of 
the inventor to the nation:

cognizance of this period of Edi- 
son development in 1929 when it 
celebrated with an “Edison Jubilee 
Year,” the fiftieth anniversary of 
the invention of the filament lamp. 
Europe, Asia, Africa and South 
America joined with North Ameri- 
ca in doing honor to the man who 
had freed industry and households 
from dependence upon oil and gas 
for illumination. He took it all 
with characteristically simple mod- 
esty. 

Another typical action of Mr. Ed- 
ison’s late years was the helJp-he 
gave high school youths ambitious 
for a technical education. The typ- 
ical part of this movement was the 
practicality with which the scheme 
was worked out so as to bring prize 
students from every state together 
in a nation-wide contest. 

The examinations which deter- 
mined the ultimate yearly winners 
were not only technical, but de- 
signed as well to test the general 
intelligence and intellectual alert- 
ness of the boys. A foundation of 
common sense coupled with talent 
for scientific research was empha- 
sized by the founder of the tests as 
requisite for success, illustrating 
the tenacity with which he clung 
through the years to his determina- 
tion to work only for results which 
would be useful. 

Mr. Edison was tn his eighty-sec- 
ond year when the Uniteq States 
Government honored him by pre- 
seyting him with the Congressional 
Gold Medal. The exercises, which 
were broadcast over a radio net- 
work, took place at the Edison 
laboratory at West Orange ,and in- 
cluded an address by § President 
Coolidge, broadcast from Washing- 
ton. 

The medal was presented by An- 
drew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Honors From Abroad. 

The French Government hon- 
ored Mr. Edison by making him in 
turn a chevalier, officer and com- 
mander of the Légion of Honor. He 
received honors from several other 
foreign Governments as well as 
medals from scientific and engi- 
neering societies and honorary de- 
grees from several American col- 
leges and universities. 

Mr. Edison was one of fou. busi- 
ness men whose close friendship 
was manifested in their annual va- 
cations taken together. The others 
were Henry Ford, Harvcy 8S. Fire- 
stone and the late John Burroughs. 
After the death of Mr. Burroughs 
the other three continued their an- 
nual outings together for several 
years, 

It was on one of these trips that 
Mr. Edison first became interested 
in the idea of growing rubber in 
the United States. In the course of 
a discussion on rubber, Mr. Ford 
expressed apprehension that the 
foreign supply soon would ba ex- 
ceeded by the demand and, turn- 
ing to Ediso~, asked, “Why don’t 
you do something about “uz "3 
will, immediately,” replied Edison. 

The inventor then acquired plan- 
tations on which to grow various 
plants and weeds from which he 
could obtain certain amounts of 
rubber and sent agents all over the 
country to collect specimens with 
which he could experiment.

For once the new leaders of 
Russia have selected a beautiful 
site for a planned citv. Transpor- 
tation rather than beauty, how- 
ever, was the main consideration. 
The new city is on the Oka River, 
which flows into the Volga River 
at Nizni. Thus’ three important 
waterways are available. Supplies, 
particularly oil, can be shipped up 
the Volga from Baku to be paid 
for in finished automobiles. The 
regions around Yaroslavl and Tver 
can be tapped by going up the 
Oka, and finally Moscow can be 
reached by the Oka and Moscow 
rivers. 


Big Sale of Ford Parts. 


The Ford plant, which is the 
nucleus of the new city, is expected 
to assemble 140,000 automobiles 
annually. It was scheduled for 
completion next year, but in keep- 
ing with the unattainable tempo 
demands of Moscow Nov. 1 this 
year was set as the date to begin 
production. This goal will not be 
reached, the American engineers 
said. 

While the specific terms of the 
contract with Henry Ford have 
been kept secret, Americans and 
Russians agree that it is the most 
intelligent made by the Govern- 
ment. Under it the Russians agree 
to pay Ford a certain large sum— 
in Moscow it is placed at $50,- 
000,000—for parts for 80,000 cars, 
patents and technical advice. For 
the first two years the plant will 
merely assemble the American 
parts. The third year it will sub- 
stitute 50 per cent Russian parts, 
the fourth year 75 per cent Rus- 
sian parts, and thereafter the cars 
will be 100 per cent Russian made. 

Under this plan the workmen 
will be gradually trained in Ford 
methods, which a few years ago 
were cursed by all good Com- 
munists as perfect example of cap- 
italistic exploitation. Russian 
workers are now trained in the 
Ford Mer Rouge plants and return 
to the Union to instruct their 2 a 
trymen, 

Construction of the plant his 
the planned city is under the su- 
pervision of the Austin Co. of 
Cleveland. Twenty-one American 
engineers, headed by Harry F. Mi- 
ter, have been’on the job since it 
was started in April last year. 
‘This summer the project employed 
27,800 Russian workers, of whom 
23,000 were engaged in construc- 
tion work, 4400 in the plant itself 
and 400 engineers. Of the 23,000 
conStruction workers 1800 were 
women, who share in the heavy 
work with the men.

The Russian tove for the gran 
diose is illustrated in the assem- 
bly plant, claimed by the native 
engineers to be “the biggest ma- 
chine plant in_ Europe until the 
completion of the Chelyanbinsk 
tractor  plant.’’ This assembly 
building is 360 by 1800 feet, and 
will be almost equaled in size by

The Ford shop itself will be a 
U-shaped building 1000 feet long. 
The spring shop will be 80 feet by 
750 feet and the foundry will be 
900 feet square. In addition there

To the writer, the most interest- 
ing part of the development was 
the new city about a mile from the 
plant, where 6000 persons are al- 
ready housed in new apartments. 
The plans call for housing facilities 
for 60,000 persons. One unit—30 
buildings — was almost completed 
when the writer visited the pro- 
posed city. Nine more units are 
expected to be finished next year. 

These apartments, admirable as 

they are and marking a great ad- 
vance for Russia, do not compare 
favorably with the municipal apart- 
ments erected by the city of Vienna. 
They ar3 much better, however, 
than the tenement-like apartments 
being built for the tractor workers 
at Chelyabinsk. 
The unit inspected by the writer 
was divided into two classes—the 
community apartments for persons 
who did not wish to cook, and the 
regular apartment homes for those 
insisting on having kitchens, The 
community apartments will house 
200 persons. The regular apart- 
ments will accommodate 108 faml- 
lies, 


Regular Club for Families. 


One building in the community 
house group will be a center of 
cultural activities. This building, 
which is connected by arches with 
the other buildings, contains a 
cafeteria, a gymnasium with show- 
ers for men and women, a library 
and reading room, club rooms and 
class rooms and a large auditorium 
with a small stage.

KEEPING TRAFFIC MOVING. 

Traffic on Olive street, St. Louis, moves at a rate 
of 30 miles an hour, Robert B. Brooks, our Director 
of Streets and Sewers, recently told Chicagoans. That 
was interesting news for Chicago, since traffic on 
its Michigan boulevard has an average speed of only 
12.6 to 13.6 miles an hour on a business day, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Motor Club. The reason for 
this difference is in the traffic light system. Chi- 
cago’s lights change simultaneously over the whole 
stretch of the thoroughfare; those in St. Louis op- 
erate by the wave system, shifting progressively. A 
driver on Olive street may travel 30 miles an hour 
On Michigan boulevard, all traffic 
halts at intervals to allow cross-street traffic.

more goods; this causes trade stagnation and unemployment; meeting bills from 
lower earnings aggravates the burden; regulation of credit and spending is urged.

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W ecrression may be, the outstanding 

difference between periods of prosper- 
ity and periods of depression lies in the 
amount of consumer spending and in the 
volume of industrial production. These fac- 


tors are intimately related. 

When times are prosperous, it will be 
found that both spending and production 
are at a high level; and when business 
is depressed, both spending and production 
are constricted. The close relationship be- 
tween these factors is due to the controlling 
position in which the consumer stands— 
he is the fina] arbiter as to the kinds and 
quantities of goods that shall be produced. 

Another point to be noted is the im- 
portant part played by credit in these spend- 
ing and production cycles. When consum- 
ers are once in the mood to spend, an 
abundant supply of credit facilitates their 
spending because it enables them to bor- 
row and buy. Consumer spending, in turn, 
stimulates producers to borrow money and 
to expand their operations. The extensive 
use which consumers and producers make 
of credit for these purposes eventually teads 
to a situation where the credit structure, 
like an inverted pyramid, becomes danger- 
ously topfleavy. In the process of getting 
the volume of credit readjusted to its gold 
base, it is found that those who have bor- 
rowed to buy must save in order to pay. The 
excesses which have been generated during 
“prosperity” by the misuse of credit must 
be corrected by depression before normal 
business can be resumed. 


Prosperous business, once started in a 


, few important lines, gains momentum as the 


effects,reach out from one class of pro- 
ducers to another, and as producers and 
laborers expand their buying power with 
the aid of borrowed money. This process 
may continue for a long time if the credit 
supply is abundant. Sooner or later, how- 
ever, credit begins to run short. 

As more and more credit is used up, signs 
of shortage are evidenced by a substan- 
tial rise in interest rates. Bankers, scent- 
ing danger, investigate more carefully the 
credit status of their debtors. Many bor- 
rowers are unable to renew their loans on 
favorable terms, and are forced to sell 
something for cash to pay off maturing ob- 
ligations. Then the trouble begins—for the 
weak borrower and for others as well. 

Credit shortage is the spark that usually 
ushers in periods of liquidation, falling 
prices and depressed business. The disease 
itself, however, is variously diagnosed. 
Sometimes it is referred to as overproduc- 
tion, It could as easily be diagnosed as un- 
der-consumption. The point is that when 
credit shortage has forced weak borrowers 
to curtail their operations, to reduce their 
working forces and to convert goodg into 
cash for paying off loans, there is less pur- 
chasing power available for consumption

goods are being offered for sale. 

A condition of this kind quickly reaches 
out from the weak borrowers to the strong 
borrowers until the latter are also forced 
to curtail their operations because of the 
restricted outlet for their products. Then

unemployment, low purchasing power and 
forced saving. Once started, depression, 
like prosperity, gains momentum until prac- 
tically all industry is affected. 

The low spending power which char- 
acterizes periods of depression is due only 
in part to unemployment; it is due as much 
to debt-paying difficulties. For example, 
during the period leading up to the present 
depression, it was common practice fer the 
consumer, the workingman, the white collar 
employe and others of greater means to 
increase their spending power by going into 
debt—by mortgaging their future earnings. 
They bought radios, motor cars, washing 
machines, furniture, and <> forth, on the 
installment plan. In recent months, these 
Same individuals have been confronted with 
the task of maintaining their installment 
payments out of restricted incomes. They 
have had less money to spend on new pur- 
chases, because a large part of their in- 
comes was bespoken by creditors’ claims.

Their debt-paying burden has been ag- 
gravated .by the fact that debts contracted 
when incomes and prices were high must 
be liquidated during a period when prices 
and incomes are on a substantially lower 
level. Little wonder that the business of 
the 3 ta de merchant and wage earn- 


er has depressed when so many con- 
summers been forced to save in order 
to take care of excessive debt burdens. 

Is there not something that society could 
do to prevent the recurrence of disorders 
of this kind? The search for fundanrental 
causes has not been entirely successful. 
Granting, however, that fundamental] causes 
may yet be found in some combination of 
human nature, mass psychology and the 
modern credit system, are there not im- 
mediate causes that could be dealt with? 

Suppose, for example, that spending could 
be kept within reasonable bounds when 
times were prosperous, would there not be 
less need for periodic depressions, wide- 
spread unemployment and forced saving? 
The smoothing out of the spending process 
so that it will be free from the disorders 
which breed depression is without question 
the outstanding need of the times. It is 
the problem which confronts capitalism to- 
day. What is to be done about it?
